MAGNIFICENT MEMORIAL DEDI­

Anniversary 
of His 
Death —Sixt7 
Years Ago the First Abolitionist 
Fell a Victim to the Fury of a 
Mob — Description of the Monument 
Erected By His Admirers. 


Alton, 111., Nov. 9.—The Elijah P. 
Lovejoy monument, recently built at 
Grand View cemetery, was formally 
dedicated Monday. The dedication was 
first to occur in June, but an accident 
to the monument while in course of 
construction necessitated a postpone­ 
ment, and it was decided by the eom- 


ELIJAH P. LOVEJOY, 
inittee in charge to dedicate the struc 
ture on the anniversary of the killing 
of Lovejoy. It was on Nov. 7, 1837, 
that a mob, angered by the abolition 
editorials appearing in Lovejoy’s week­ 
ly paper, the Alton Observer, 
came 
across the river from Missouri and be­ 
sieged the editor and his friends in 
Godfrey & Gilman’s warehouse, where 
they had taken refuge. The doors and 
shutters were strong and the mob was 
unable to gain admission. The infuri­ 
ated men sought to dislodge the Love­ 
joy party by throwing burning brands 
upon the roof. 
Lovejoy climbed from 
the window twice and snatched the 
brands, receiving a bullet wound the 
second time from which he died short­ 
ly after rejoining his friends. 
Through the efforts of the late Sen­ 
ator C. A. Herb of Alton an appropria­ 
tion of $25,000 was made by the state 
senate, but Gov. Altgeld refused to sign 
the bill till the citizens of Alton had 
raised $12 ,000 by popular subscription. 
The Lovejoy Monument association 
was then organized, and succeeded in 
raising about half that amount.

governor then allowed the appropria­ 
tion to pass into the hands of the as­ 
sociation.

Lansing, Mich., Nov. 9.—The aver­ 
age condition of wheat on Nov. I, ac­ 
cording to the state crop report, was 
82 per cent, comparison being with 
vitality and growth of average years. 
Late rains have been of great advan­ 
tage, but heavy, soaking 
rains 
are 
needed to place the ground in condi­ 
tion for winter wheat. 
Estimates indicate that the

seeded to wheat this fall is 6 per cent 
greater than was sowed last year. The 
total number of bushels of wheat re­ 
ported marketed by farmers since the 
October report was published is 1,962,- 
“63, and in the three months, August, 
September and October, 5,597,995. This 
is 2,198,821 bushels more than re­ 
ported m ad d ed in the same months 
last yea . 
The average yield of corn per acre 
is estimated at sixty-one bushels. 
Clover seed is a big crop, the acreage 
being equal to and the yield greater 
than any previous year.

DURRANT MUST DIE. 


Federal Supreme Court Sustain* Denial 
of Habeas Corpus. 
Washington. Nov. 9.—The 
United 
States Supreme court Monday affirmed 
the decision of the circuit court for the 
California district refusing a writ of 
habeas corpus to William Henry Theo­ 
dore Durrant, under sentence of death 
for the murder of Miss Blanche La­ 
mont in San Francisco in April, 1895.

has 
attracted attention 
throughout the whole of 
the United 
States, and this decision permits the 
law to take its course with the con­ 
demned man. 
Chief Justice Fuller announced the 
court’s conclusion, but made no re­ 
marks in doing so, save to cite a few 
authorities on which the court based 
its decision.

Th< 
watch be desired to retain, but th it 
privilege was denied 
him,

charge of a 200 pound gua d, Hammas 
was taken on “ the rounds.” 
He was first conducted to the b ar­ 
ber shop where h.a head aud fa^e 
were shaved. Then he was introducer 
to the bath room where he exchangee 
his suit for a far neater and better oat 
of light gray cloth. All this time s 
guaro was near to see that; no time

AN UNKNOWN GRAVE. 


Four men were seated upon a trader’s 
veranda at Maduro, one of the Marshall 
islands. The night was brilliantly moon­ 
lit, and the hull and spars of a little 
white brig that lay anchored in the 
lagoon about a mile distant from the 
trader’s house stood out as clearly and 
distinct as if she were but 50 yards 
away from where they sat. 
Three of the men present were visit­ 
ors—Ned Packenham, the captain; Har­ 
vey, the mate, and Denison, the super­ 
cargo of the Indiana. The fourth was 
the trader himself, a grizzled old wan­ 
derer of past 60. 
It was long past midnight, and the 
old trader’s numerous half caste family 
had turned in to sleep some hours be­ 
fore. It so happened that the old man 
had just been talking about a stalwart 
mn of his who had died a few months 
previously, and Packenham and Deni­ 
son, to whom the lad had been well 
known, asked his father where the boy 
had been buried. 
“ In there,” replied the old man, 
pointing to a small white walled in­ 
closure about a stone’s throw from 
where we were sitting. “ There’s a good 
many graves there now. Let me see. 
There is Dawney, the skipper of the 
Maid of Samoa, and three of his crew; 
Peterson, the Dutchman—him that got 
a bullet into him for fooling around too 
much with a pistol in his hand and 
challenging natives to fight when he 
was drunk; two or three of my wife’s 
relatives, who wanted to be buried in 
my boneyard because they thought to 
make me some return for keeping their 
families aft r they were dead; my boy 
Tom and tho white woman.” 
“ White woman?” said the mate of 
the brig. 
“ Did a white woman die 
here?” 
“ I’ll tell you all I do know, and a 
queer yarn it is too. In those days 
I was the only w?hite man here. I got 
on very well with the natives and was 
doing a big business. There were not 
many whaleships here then, but every 
ten months or so a vessel came here 
from Sydney, and I was making money 
hand over fist 
“ The house in which I then lived 
stood farther away toward the point, in 
rather a clearer spot than this. You can 
see the place from here aud also see 
that a house standing in such a position 
would be visible not only from all parts 
of the inside beaches of the lagoon, but 
from the sea as well. 
“ My wife—not the present one, you 
know—was a Bonin island half bred 
Portuguese woman, aud as she general­ 
ly talked to me in English and had no 
native ways to speak of we used to sit 
outside in the evenings pretty often and 
watch our kids and the village people 
dancing and otherwise amusing them­ 
selves on the beach. 
“ Rotau, the head chief of this la­ 
goon, one night told us that a canoe had ! 
come from Milli, an island about three 
days’ sail to the leeward of Waller’s 
place, and reported that a ship had 
passed quite close to their island about 
a week before. 
“ After we had sat talking for awhile 
my wife called the children in and put 
them to sleep, and Rotau and I and his 
wives sat outside a bit longer smoking. 
It wTas a moonlight night, almost as 
bright as it is tonight, and the sea 
was as smooth as a mill pond — so 
smooth, in fact, that there was not even 
a break upon the reef, and, the trade 
wind having died away, there was not 
the sound of a leaf stirring in the palm 
grove. 
“ We had been sitting like this for 
about half an hour, when Nora, my 
wife, just as she was coming out of the 
door to join us, gave a cry. 
“ ‘Te Kaibuke! Look at the ship.’ 
“ I jumped up and looked, and there, 
sure enough, was a big ship just show­ 
ing round the point and close in, not 
more than a mile away from the reef. 
“ For a moment I was a bit scared, re­ 
membering that there was not a breath 
of wind aud yet seeing her moving. 
Then I remembered the current and 
knew that she must have run up to the 
land from the westward before dark 
perhaps, and that as soon as the breezi 
had died away the current, which runs 
about four knots, had caught her and 
was now moving her along. I took her 
to be either a Yankee or British North 
American. 
“ Just as I had asked Rotau to get one 
of his women to hunt up a boat’s crew 
he sang out: ‘Listen, Ted. I hear a 
boat. ’ 
“ In another moineut or two I heard 
It myself plain enough — click clack, 
click clack—aud at the same time saw 
that the ship was heading away from 
the land. 
“ I kne\v the ship was right enough 
aud could not get into any danger, as 
the current would take her clear of the 
land in another hour or so, so we all 
went to the point to see where the boat 
was coming. 
“ As soon as she was within IOO 
yards of the beach I hailed them to 


keep a bit to starboard, as there was a 
big coral bowlder right in front of the 
spot they were steering for. 
“ ‘Aye, aye!’ answered the man steer­ 
ing, and he did as I told him. In an- * 
other minute or two the boat shot up on 
the beach, aud we crowded round them. 
“ ‘Stand back, please,’ says 
the 
officer, speaking in a curious, hurried 
kind of way, and then I saw 
Lathe 
had a pistol in his left hand, and that the 
men with him looked white aud scared, 
and seemed to take no notice of us. 
“ Two of the men jumped out, and 
then we saw’ that there was another 
person in the boat—a woman. She was 
sitting on the bottom boards, lying 
against the stern sheets, aud seemed to 
be either asleep or dead. The officer 
helping them, they lifted her up and 
out of the boat and carried her ashore. 
Then the officer turns to me, and I saw 
that though he tried to speak quietly he 
was in a flurry over something. 
“ ‘What’s all this?’ I said. ‘What’s 
the matter? What have yon got this 
pistol in your hand for, aud what is 
the matter with this woman?’ 
“ He pot the pistol out of sight pretty 
quick, and then, speaking so rapidly I 
could hardly follow him, said that the 
lady was the captain’s wife, and she 
had been taken ill very soddenly, and 
her husband, seeing my house so close 
to, had determined to send her ashore 
and see if anything coaid be done for 
her. 
“ ‘That’s 
queer,* I said. ‘Why 
didn’t he come with her himself? Look 
here—I don’t believe all this. How did 
he know, even though the house is here, 
that a white man.lives in it? And I want 
to have a look at the woman’s face. She 
might be dead for all I know. * 
“ By this time my wife aud one of 
Rotan’s wives had gone up to the wom­ 
an, and I saw that, although she wasn’t 
dead, she looked very like it, for her 
eyes were closed, aud she seemed quite 
unconscious of all that was going on. 
She was young—about 25 or so—and 
was rather pretty. 
“ ‘Please take her to your house,* 
says the officer, aud as soon as we 
have towed the ship out of danger the 
captain will come ashore and see you.* 
‘“ Hold on!’ says I, and I grabbed 
him by the arm. ‘Do you mean to say 
yon’re going off in this fashion without 
telling me anything further? Who are 
you anyway? What is the ship’s name?* 
“ He hesitated just a second and then 
said: ‘The Inca Prince, Captain Brough­ 
ton. But I can’t stay to talk now. The 
captain himself will tell you about it in 
the morning. * 
“ And then, before I could stop him, 
he jumped back out of my reach into 
the boat, aud the four sailors, two of 
whom were niggers of some sort, shoved 
off, aud away they went again. 
“ Well, we carried the woman up to 
the house and placed her in a chair, 
aud the moment my wife took off the 
woolen wrapper that covered her head 
aud shoulders she cried out that there 
was blood running down her neck. And 
it didn’t take me long to discover that 
the woman was dying from a bullet 
wound in the back of her head. 
“ We did all that we possibly could 
for tho poor thing, but she never re­ 
gained consciousness, aud toward sun­ 
rise she died quietly. There was noth­ 
ing about her clothing to show who she 
was, but she wore rings such as would 
belong to a woman of some position. 
That she had been murdered I could not 
I doubt, aud perhaps someday, even after 
all these years, tho crime may come to 
light. ” 
“ But what became of the ship?” asked 
the mate of the Indiana.
